BOLIVIA'S' "SACR ED" LAKET 


Over a Billion In Treasure Said to B 


Sunk In Its Muddy Bed. 


Legend ha-» it that for more than 5<X 


years the lake of Guativita, at an ele- 
vation of 10,000 feet in Bolivia, ha 
not only been held sacred to the god 
of the Indian tribes, but into its wa 
ters the natives, with solemn ceremo 
ny, used to cast their gold and silve 
ornaments, gems and other valuables 
as an offering to propitiate the evil 
spirits. It has been estimated that in 
this manner treasure to the amount oi 
$1,500,000.000 found its way to the bot- 
tom of the lake 


Many attempts were made to recov- 


er the treasure. The Orst was by the 
Spaniards ^30 years ago. They tried 
to drain off the waters of the lake, but 
their engineering skill was not equ;il 
to the la.sk. 
When they had drawn 


off all but ten feet of the water they 
were compelled to give up their pro- 
ject and take to dredging instead 
They did succeed in recovering a small 
part of the treasure in this way. 


The most modern attempt was made 


twenty years ago by a company of 
Colombians and Englishmen 
By dig- 


ging a tunnel 1.100 feet long dOwn 
the side of the mountain they succeed- 
ed in draining the lake, but theu they 
found to their dismay, instead of a 
clear bottom, twenty-five feet of mud 
covering the treasure. In all this com- 
pany spent $73.000 and recovered but 
$10.000 worth of -old and jewels be 
fore they. too. abandoned the search.

State's New Chief Magistrate 


Discusses Public Affairs 


COMPREHENSIVE DOCUMENT 


Humbled and Steadied by the Great- 


ness of the Obligation He Places 


His Faith That Divine Provi- 


dence Will Guide Him. 


Harrisburg, Pa^, Jan. 19.—Governor 


Martin G. Brumbaugh's inaugural ad- 
dress was delivered today. It follows: 
Fellow Citizens of Pennsylvania: 


In assuming the duties of the office 


to which you have elected me, I am 
humbled and steadied by the great- 
ness" of ttte obligation imposed and 
the abiding conviction that I can do 
my duty only when aided and guidec 
by the Divine. In His name and for 
His people I enter upon this new field 
ot endeavor. 
Fortunate, indeed, are 


we that our Commonwealth is enjoy- 
ing today the blessings of peace and 
the inheritance of a worthy record 
through successive administrations of 
Us public1 affairs. 
To add an addi- 


tional chapter to an already honorable 
record is my earnest desire. To this 
end I solicit your active co-operation 
and your 
unselfish 
support. 
This 


Commonwealth and the colony from 
which it 
grew have a record of 


achievement so splendid that we may 
take an honest piide in maintaining 
its traditions, in advancing its inter- 
ests, in 
publishing its 
virtues, in 


resenting its assailants and in pro- 
claiming our happy lot that we are 
Pennsylvanians. 


Throughout the campaign I stood 


squarely upon my platform pledges. 
and was elected because the people 
believed I would use my utmost en- 
deavor to secure legal enactments em- 
bodying these declarations. 
I shall 


assuredly do so. When 590.700 voters 
of this great Commonwealth give us 
a commission, they have a right to 
demand its fulfillment. 
A voice so 


potential is a command to the Legis- 
lature and the Executive which, if 
wise, both shall surely heed.

would be wise to admit this mistake 
and begin again upon the road prob- 
lem. We must have now a road policy 
that will meet reasonable acceptance 
and permit of a continuous treatment 
for many years to come. The people 
need, and must have at once, better 
transportation fafiiities. 


The State should find revenues ade- 


quate to the construction of a few 
gieat highways, routed between the 
great 
centers of population. These

neither sense nor justice in unstudied 
appropriations to our many charitable 
Institutions and agencies.

It may be that some wiser and surer 


method can be devised to ensure these 
funds doing the greatest good and 
reaching directly the institutions and 
agencies whose service is best or most 
needed.' Surely the supervision of the 
State should

jifts. The State can afford to be gen- 
jrous only when it is just. 


Labor and Its Claims. 


The people who toil are among the 


hoice assets of our Commonwealth, 
''or their protection, their comfort, 
heir advancement, their happiness, 
ve are all securely pledged. 
I shall 


elcome any laws that promote these 
ssentially wise ends. We must enact 


fair and certain Workmen's Com- 


ensation Act.

ssuredly make for the prevention of 
ccidents. This compensation should 
e guaranteed. 
The funds for its

So also have the people of the 


State a claim upon these great natural 
assets. In their marketing the Com- 
monwealth plays an essential part. In 
the returns the people ought also to 
share. A reasonable 
tax 
upon our 


great natural resources as they flow 
to our markets is both fair and wise. 
Our public lands represent a new and 
increasingly 
valuable 
asset. 
We 


should speedily 
acquire more acres 


and assist nature to reforest Che same. 
The State can. well afiford to invest 
part of its income for the welfare of 
succeeding generations. Indeed, if we 
love our Commonwealth more than we 
love our personal gain, we shall as- 
suredly 
foster 
our 
resources and, 


whenever possible, add to them. 


We fail to sense this 
obligation 


aright if we do not remember that our 
people are our greatest asset. What- 
ever makes for their good is conserva- 
tion of the loftiest kind. That they 
may be safeguarded in their health, 
their recreation, their education, their 
bomes, their worship, their property, 
their regulated 
freedom, their toil, 


should be our consant endeavor.

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POULTRY MADE PROFITABLE ON ALL FARMS 


Long Houses Necessitate Narrow Yards, Which Restrict Range and Yard 


Cultivation. 


(By H. L. KEMPSTER.) 


The secret of success in raising 


poultry is to provide conditions as 
nearly natural as possible. Such con- 
ditions the farmer-poultryman is in 
position to provide. 
With unlimited 


range at his disposal there is no need 
for him to crowd his poultry into 
small yards. 
Limited range, encum- 


bered with large numbers of division 
fences, makes it impossible to give 
the poultry yards proper cultivation. 
This causes them to become filthy 
and unsanitary, a condition which is 


( responsible for most poultry diseases. 


The success of poultry enterprises is 
usually measured by the extent of 
range provided for the purpose. Com- 
mercial plants which depend upon 
small "yards are usually short-lived. 
Better sanitary conditions would yield 
the farmer more satisfactory results. 


The most common mistake in locat- 


ing the farm poultry house is that of 
placing it so close to other farm build- 
ings that hens overrun the latter. The 
usual plan of locating the poultry 
house between the barns and the 
dwelling house, is especially disagree 
able since it encourages the hens to 
not only overrun the barns, but the 
back porch of the house as well. This 
habit is encouraged by throwing the 
crumbs, table scraps, etc., out from 
the kitchen door. Under such condi- 
tions poultry keeping is not only un- 
pleasant but impractical and the read- 
er is urged to consider these points 
in selecting a satisfactory site. 


A low spot is unsuitable for a poul- 


try house, because surface water is 
apt to accumulate and damp air al- 
ways settles in such a place. 
Land 


which is naturally wet, either because 
of the nature of the soil or because 
of sprigs-conditions; -should be 'prop- 
erly drained. 
Muddy quarters cause 


__ fowls to consume large amounts of 


filth. This in addition to the damp- 
ness of such a location results in un- 
healthful flocks. There is also the 
probability of the eggs becoming dirty, 
resulting in an inferior product, even 
if thoroughly cleaned. 
A windbreak 


should be provided which will not 
only afford protection from disagree- 
able winds but furnish an abundance 
of shade. 


If possible the poultry house should, I 


be located upon a south or east slope. 
This is not so important, however, as 
convenience to other farm buildings. 
The location of a poultry house in an 
orchard is" ideal if the trees do not 
shade the runs so that they remain 
damp. 
The trees furnish necessary 


summer shade. 


Poultry raising has resolved itself 


into two systems: the intensive sys- 
tem, involving houses of considerable 
size, or many houses, and a large 
amount of stock upon a small area; 
and the extensive or colony house 
system, in which small houses are 
scattered over large areas. The for- 
mer has advantages in that the labor 
resulting from the care of the flock, es- 
pecially during the winter, is reduced 
to a minimum. 
In general the ex- 


pense of-housing is less than where 
fowls - are kept- in small flocks. It 
has the disadvantage of increasing the 
amount of yard care on account of 
the limited yard space. The intensive 
system, with many small houses, as 
usually practiced in city lots, involves 
an enormous amount of detail work, 
unpleasant in bad weather, and too 
expensive as a system to be practical 
except where more favorable condi- 
tions are impossible. 


The extensive or colony house sys- 


tem necessitates more labor in the 
care of the flocks during stormy 
weather when the birds are confined. 
It has the advantage, however, of un- 
limited yard space and yard fencing 
can be quite largely eliminated. Often 
the poultry can be permitted the range 
of fields after the crops are started, 
without appreciable injury to the crop, 
utilizing to good advantage the drop- 
pings which would otherwise go to 
waste.

WINTER EXERCISE FOR 


Thick Hedge Around Poultry House 


Makes Excellent Windbreak — Shel- 


tered Nooks Afforded Outside. 


A windbreak of some sort makes 


poultry house warmer on the inside 
and gives the fowls a sheltered place 
for outdoor exercise, says a writer in 
Successful Farming. The owner of a 
chicken house built under the shelter 
of a number of evergreen trees says 
drinking water hardly ever freezes 
inside. And I noticed at the time 1 
was visiting this place in the winter 
that the snow lodged on the trees and 
the ground underneath was bare. And 
everywhere around the ground was 
covered with snow. 


Hens like to get outside the chicken 


house for a little while when the 
weather will permit, but they don't 
like to wade in snow. Hens roosting 
in trees when a snowstorm comes will 
stay in the trees until they get hungry 
rather than fly down in the snow to 
get something to eat. 


A thick hedge around the poultry 


house and yard makes a good wind- 
break. 
We have found a tall board 


fence on the north and west of the 
house and yards quite a good deal of 
protection to the hens in winter, be- 
sides giving a sheltered location for , 
the early chicks. The little fellows get J 
close to this board fence on a raw day ' 
and don't feel the wind much that 
would otherwise soon chill the life out 
of them. We made this fence out ot 
old boards. 


Often the henhouse or brooder house
